COMPLETE  SPECIFICATION. 

Composition  for  Use  in  Treating*  Sheep  for  Foot  Rot. 

I  Alfred  John  Learner  cf  Crownthorpe  AYymondham  in  the  County  of  Norfolk 
Farmer  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  this  invention  and  in  what  manner  the  same 
is  to  be  performed  to  be  particularly  described  and  ascertained  in  and  by  the  following 
statement : — 

The  object  of  my  invention  is  to  provide  a  composition  or  ointment  for  use  in  treat¬ 
ing  sheep  for  foot  rot  that  instead  of  burning  and  hardening  the  hoof  shall  leave  the 
same  in  a  soft  and  healthy  condition. 

In  carrying  out  my  invention  I  first  boil  a  quantity  of  honey  for  the  purpose  of 
purifying  the  same,  removing  the  scum  formed  on  the  surface  and  after  cooling  I 
mix  with  alum  in  powder  fine  verdigris,  Armenian  bole  and  oil  of  vitrol  in  the 
following  proportions. 

One  ounce  of  powdered  alum 
Four  ounces  of  verdigris 
Four  ounces  Armenian  hole 
Twro  fluid  ounces  oil  of  vitrol. 

The  whole  of  the  above  is  thoroughly  mixed  together  with  say  one  small  wineglass 
full  of  rain  water.  The  composition  is  then  boiled  gradually  for  half  an  hour  in  an 
enamelled  or  like  clean  pan  or  vessel. 

Having  now  particularly  described  and  ascertained  the  nature  of  my  said  inven¬ 
tion  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed  I  declare  that  what  I 
claim  is 

The  composition  or  ointment  for  treating  sheep  affected  with  foot  rot  substantially 
as  herein  described.
